C LAPTON Library 
has reopened to 
the public, 
following a 
£3 million renovation. 

The refurbishment 
project marks a new 
chapter for the Grade II 
listed, neo-classical 
building, which first 
opened on 17 January 
1914, just before the start 
of the First World War. 

Since November 2008, 
work has been going on to 
restore the library to its 
former glory, retaining 


and uncovering its original 
features, while updating 
facilities. The new library 
has a striking extension 
designed by renowned 
architects Shepheard 
Epstein Flunter. 

It provides more space 
and comfort, with a new 
area for private study, a 
meeting room for 
community use, and quiet 
reading areas with hot 
drinks. 

There are also better 
facilities and access for 
disabled users, including a 
new lift and an audio 
scanner, which reads 
books aloud. The study 
area has 15 computers 
with free Internet access

and many online learning 
resources, plus another 
eight machines in the 
children’s library. There is 
also an area for teenagers. 

Clapton now has a 
greater range of books, 
CDs and DVDs. The 
library will be fully 
equipped with self-service 
technology, which gives 




customers the option to 
issue and return books, 
CDs and DVDs 
themselves. But a 
traditional counter service 
will still be available. 

Sustainability has been 
at the heart of the 
refurbishment, with rain 
water harvesting, solar 
water heating, solar 
powered ventilation, and 
energy efficient lighting 
built into the design. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, was due to 
officially reopen the 
library on 22 February. He 
said: “The Council was 
determined this 100-year- 
old library should be an 
excellent resource for 


residents, so has worked 
with architects to create a 
design that offers users 
more space, better access, 
an improved stock range, 
and facilities fit for the 
21st century, while 
remaining sympathetic to 
the building’s design.” 

Clapton Library is one 
of eight in Hackney, with a 
new library set to be part 
of the Dalston Square 
development.

Sand of God? 

WITH the South Africa 201 0 World 
Cup now only four months away, 
football fever of a different nature is 
set to take hold closer to home. 

In June, Shoreditch Park is set to 
host a televised international beach 
soccer tournament, with fixtures 
scheduled to coincide with World 
Cup matches and shown on a 30sq 
ft screen. The tournament will be 
played in a temporary stadium 
holding 1 ,000 tons of sand, 4,000 
spectator seats and a range of interactive games and 
exhibitions. There will be beach soccer coaching, with 
introductory sessions for all ages and abilities. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, Cabinet Member for Community Services, 
said: “The timing means the local community can enjoy a 
true shared party atmosphere not just for the international 
fixtures happening here on the sand, but also those being 
contested at the same time in South Africa.” 

Dalston traffic congestion eased 

TRAFFIC diversions around Dalston Lane between Graham 
Road and Kingsland Road are set to be removed at the end 
of this month. 

Major works to extend the East London Line to Highbury & 
Islington started in March 2009, closing Dalston Lane to 
westbound traffic. Vehicles were diverted to allow engineers 
to complete the second of four phases of bridge works 
outside the new Dalston Junction station between Ashwin 
Street and Kingsland High Street. 

Late last month, all traffic was diverted from the same 
section of Dalston Lane when it was closed for emergency 
utility works to repair a collapsed sewer. 

These works are now complete and Dalston Lane eastbound 
is open to traffic. The westbound lane is expected to re-open 
by the end of this month.

S ECONDARY 
education in

Work is 
well under way on the first 
three schools to be 
transformed - Clapton 
Girls’ Technology College, 
E5, Stoke Newington 
School, N1 6, and Hackney 
Free & Parochial CE 
Secondary School, E9.

Haggerston School, Weymouth Terrace, E2 

THIS Grade II listed building was designed by 
acclaimed architect Erno Goldfinger in the early 
1 960s. He was also responsible for Trellick 
Tower in Notting Hill. 

Today Haggerston caters for 800 girls, aged 1 1 
to 1 6. This September, will see the admission 
of boys for the first time in the school’s history 
and also the launch of a sixth-form with 
approximately 250 students.

F ROM the day Alice 
Burke first walked 
into her home more 
than three decades 
ago, she’s loved and fought 
for her estate. 

“I get calls at two in the 
morning: ‘Alice I’m locked 
out, Alice I’ve got no water, 
Alice there’s water pouring 
into the flat’. Sometimes I 
don’t even know who they 
are, but it’s always ‘my 
neighbour told me you 
might be able to help’. I 
can’t refuse, if someone is in 
trouble I want to help,” said 
the chair of Nightingale

estate’s Tenant Residents’ 
Association (TRA). 

“I remember when I first 
came here in 1975, it was 
snowing and most of the 
estate hadn’t been built yet. 
My husband and I were 
shown our home and it was 
so warm, so beautiful. I 
whispered to him ‘quick, 
sign up, do it before they 
change their minds’,” she 
recalled. 

Previously Alice, her 
husband and children lived 
in private housing in 
Chingford, Essex, but 
became tired of outside 
toilets, zinc baths in front of 
a fire, and property so damp 
mushrooms grew on the 
walls. After wrangling with 
the now defunct Greater 
London Council (GLC) - ‘I 
threatened to leave my 
children with them’ - the 
family were placed in social 
housing in Stamford Hill 
and later Clapton. 

“When I saw an upstairs 
bathroom, two toilets and a 


kitchen three times the size 
of our old one, I couldn’t 
believe it. The kids had so 
many baths the bills went 
through the roof,” Alice 
laughed. 

The early years in their 
new home passed with 
evenings of community 
entertainment and youth 
clubs and Alice joined the 
TRA to give something 
back. “Then came the 
muggings and the smashing 
in of doors. There was an 
old lady who lived on the 
first floor. They kicked her 
door in and held a knife to 
her throat to get her 
money,” she said. 

Things got worse in 1986 
when the GLC was 
disbanded. 

Alice said: “The estate 
became a slum. There were 
refuse strikes, rubbish all 
over the roads and when 
our own TRA disbanded, it 
was open season on the 
estate: squatters, prostitutes, 
sexual assaults, everything.” 


In the 1990s, several 
estates in Hackney were in 
line for Government 
funding. Nightingale was 
one, but needed a stronger 
TRA. With Alice as chair, 
the Nightingale Residents 
Association (NRA) was re- 
formed. “We worked with 
the police and Council to 
clear out the crime,” she 
said. 

The community started to 
rise again. “On Christmas 
Eve 1993, 1 got a call: “Alice, 
we got it! ” I said got what? 
“The money, we got the 
money! ” The Government 
had approved Nightingale 
estate to receive £60million. 

The NRA continued to 
work with the Council to

make further improvements 
to the estate, such as a new 
playground. Affordable 
housing for families in 
nearby flats and estates was 
also built - incorporating 
design ideas from the NRA. 

“The tower blocks (blown 
up by Alice on BBC’s ‘Top 
Gear’) were replaced with 
one and two bedroom flats, 
not above five floors; three, 
four and five bedroom 
houses called ‘lifetime 
homes’ to make allowances 
for if you become disabled 
in later life.” 

All these achievements are 
even more admirable after 
suffering personal tragedies, 
including five strokes and 
losing both her husband and 


daughter within a year. 

“I threw myself into the 
community - it was my way 
of grieving,” she said. 

And her efforts have not 
gone unnoticed: last 
December she won the Ron 
Devoti award at the 
Hackney Homes Active 
Residents Awards 2009. 

“It’s nice to get thanks for 
the work you do, but the 
most important thing is that 
it has helped. 

“You can walk around 
the flats at night now; it’s a 
nice estate, a quiet estate. 
People smile and say hello, 
people you don’t even know 
- that’s when you know 
you’ve got a good 
community.”

Q: I recycle food waste through the Council’s Blue Bin 
scheme and have been told there are liners I can use - 
but they have to be a particular type. Where can I get 
them from? 

A: It is important that only compostable liners bearing the 
European Standard compostable symbol (EN1 3432) are 
used to line our Blue Bins. 

Residents can use seven-litre liners in the kitchen caddy, 
and larger 20-litre ones in their blue bins.

Landmark snapshots

Where Three Dreams Cross: 150 years 
of photography from India, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh. Whitechapel Gallery, 
until 11 April 

THIS is the first major collection of historic 
and contemporary photography from India, 
Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

Spanning genres from street and reportage to 
studio, the images include those from the 
earliest days of photography in the 1 860s, to 
modern digital shots. 

Ghostly, formal family portraits from the first 
Indian-run photographic studios in the 19th 
century, show how photography played its 
early cultural part. It is also a fascinating view 
of what life was like then, and you can see the 
influence of history; Maharajas and princely 


princes combine old-fashioned English dress 
with traditional clothes. 

Grace, beauty and kinship shines through the 
images as a common thread with portraiture 
from across the periods; some of those 
photographed pose self-consciously for the 
camera and others simply stare back at it. 
Unlike Western images, the photos don’t date 
much; a picture of two young girls with 
delicately made-up faces from the 1 980s 
could easily be from 20 years before or after. 
The exhibition spans the high and mighty, the 
alluring and pretty, those gritty with 
experience to those alive with naivety, and the 
environments from which they were. It is one 
of critical cultural and artistic significance, 
and most definitely a visually satisfying trip.

Changing Lives: Celebrating Hackney’s 
Voluntary and Community Sector.

AN exhibition of photographic stills and oral 
accounts are about to provide a window into 
the lives of 1 2 voluntary and community 
sector groups in Hackney. 

Photojournalist Katherine Green visited a few 
of the many volunteer groups in the borough 
to find real-life stories of those offering their 
time and services for free, and meeting the 
people who receive it. 

Her work - commissioned by the Council for 
HCVS, Hackney’s leading voluntary and 
community sector support agency - presents 
a visual and written record of those involved 


in activities from tree planting to hosting 
dance classes, and from people applying for 
funding to simply making tea. 

The exhibition will move to different venues 
across the borough for six months, stopping 
off at galleries, public spaces, community 
events and estate halls. 

While only showing work about 1 2 of the 
1 ,800 groups in the borough, HCVS hopes it 
provides a reminder of the importance of 
volunteers. As Eileen Bellot, a local volunteer 
specialising in therapy, said: “If you see the 
faces of people when they’ve had their 
treatments, you know you’ve had an 
immediate impact.”

J OHN Aikin is 
sadly now only 
remembered - if at 
all - as the 

younger brother of poet 
and fellow-dissenter Anna 
Laetitia Barbauld. 

Aikin was born at 
Kibworth Harcourt, 
Leicestershire, where his 
father was a Unitarian 
minister. In 1756, the family 
moved to Warrington where 
Rev Aikin was offered a 
teaching post at the newly 
opened Warrington 
Academy for the children of 
religious dissenters. 

It was there that the 
young John received his first 


formal education. After 
graduating from the Dutch 
University of Leiden in 
1784, Aikin moved to Great 
Yarmouth to be near his 
sister, who was then living in 
Thetford, Norfolk. 

Yarmouth society was 
divided between religious 
dissenters and the town 
corporation, which sided 
with the Church of England 
clergy. As a non-conformist, 
Aikin felt that he found 
‘intrigue and jealousy 
meeting me in every 
quarter’. 

In the 1790s, he published 
anonymous pamphlets 
expressing his exasperation 
with the established church, 
but his authorship was 
discovered and his 
professional life in 
Yarmouth ruined. 

Aikin, his wife 
Martha, and their 
four 



children fled to London. 
Living close to Hackney, he 
was welcomed by dissenters 
both as a physician and a 
free-thinker. It was a ‘blessed 
change’ his daughter Lucy 
recalled, but only four years 
later Aikin suffered a stroke. 

Aikin’s sister Anna 
Laetitia had moved to Stoke 
Newington in 1802 and he 
now joined her there, living 
at 106 Church Street for the 
last 24 years of his life. 

He was able to indulge in 
his passion for literature, 
publishing works concerned 
with medicine and religious 
freedom, as well as 
education, geography, 
biography, poetry, natural 
history, literary criticism and 
prison reform. Copies of 
these works are held at 
Hackney Archives, as are a 
collection of his letters. 

Of Aikin’s books, the local 
descriptions in his ‘The 
History of the Environs of 
London’ of 1811 make

fascinating reading for 
today’s researcher. Of 
Hackney he wrote: “The 
goodness of its soil, and the 
artificial beauties of 
plantation and culture with 
which it is decorated, 
together with its convenient 
distance, have long rendered 
it a favourite residence for 
persons engaged in the 
commerce of the metropolis, 
who wish to withdraw from 
its noise and smoke.” 

Aikin wished ‘to not live 
longer than I can use my 
pen’ but this was not to be. 
The diarist Henry Crabb 
Robinson noted that ‘he had 
for some years sunk into 
imbecility after a youth and 
middle age of great activity’. 

John Aikin died at his 
home in Stoke Newington 
Church Street on December 
7,1822. 

The next Hackney History 
page will take a closer look 
at the life and work of 
Anna Laetitia Barbauld.

What are the main 
responsibilities of the 
role? 

Social Workers help children 
and families when concerns 
are raised about the safety 
and well-being of the 
children. We meet with the 
family to assess the 
situation, determine any 
risks to the children and 
identify how to best support 
the family to ensure the 
children’s safety and healthy 
development. 

In what ways is it 
challenging? 

We work with families with a 


range of difficult issues 
including substance misuse, 
mental health issues, 
domestic violence, and 
poverty. It is challenging to 
try to help families address 
those issues. Social Workers 
also hold a lot of 
responsibility for protecting 
vulnerable populations, such 
as children, which can be 
challenging.

Walk to work through the past 


THOSE affected by the 
closure of London 
Overground, who would 
prefer to walk instead of 
using public transport, 
could take in the historic 
sights on a walking route 
between two boroughs. 

The Hackney Central to 
Highbury and Islington 
walk takes about 45 
minutes to an hour. Start in 
Hackney at the 13th 
century St Augustine’s 
Tower, a Grade I listed 
building in the Narrow 


Way, which is all that 
remains of the Church of 
Hackney of St Augustine. 

Roughly 10 minutes 
west of the tower, walkers 
will pass the German 
Hospital on Dalston Lane, 
which started as a 12-bed 
hospital in 1845. It grew to 
become a well known and 
respected institution which 
Florence Nightingale 
visited twice. 

Cross Kingsland Road. 
The Romans first built a 
road here almost 2,000 


years ago, called Ermine 
Street, which ran all the 
way to Lincoln and York. 

Follow St Paul’s Road 
and turn off just before 
Canonbury Park South to 
walk along part of the 
New River path. On the 
way to Highbury and 
Islington station, pass the 
site of Canonbury House, 
which has a 16th century 
tower.

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North London 


Line alternatives 

THE North London Line is now 
closed until 1 June between 
Gospel Oak and Stratford, as 
part of a £326million upgrade 
of the line. 

Ian Brown, Managing Director 
of TfL London Rail, said: “We 
apologise for this 
inconvenience and are doing 
all we can to minimise the 
disruption caused. 

“This was one of the most 
neglected railways in the UK 
when we took it over two years ago and these are essential 
works that will help us unlock the true potential of the 
London Overground network, to offer a far more frequent 
Metro-style turn-up-and-go service.” 

Andrew Munden, Route Director for Network Rail, added: 
“The investment being made in the North London line is an 
integral part of Network Rail's plans to improve services and 
build a bigger and better railway in the Capital. 

“The project will provide vital additional capacity for the 201 2 
Games and help meet growing demand on the line, which is 
expected to rise by a quarter in the next seven years.”

Ingredients 

• 500ml double cream 

• 150ml full fat milk 

• 2 vanilla pods 

• 4 egg yolks 

• 2 whole eggs 

• 200g unrefined caster sugar 

• 500g rhubarb diced 

• Additional sugar for burning 

Method 

• Heat 50g of sugar with 300ml water until you 
have boiling stock syrup. Pour over half of the 
rhubarb and leave in a bowl in the fridge for 
up to a week 

• Put 50g sugar in a pan with the other half of 
diced rhubarb and cook until soft 

• Scrape seeds out of vanilla pods and into 
cream and milk in pan. Heat gently to infuse. 
Do not boil 

• Whisk eggs and yolks with remaining sugar
